Rabies battle taking place on ground and in air 



There is a battle taking place in western 
Niagara and Hamilton. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources is 
pulling out all the stops and blanketing 
the area with rabies vaccines to prevent 
the spread of the disease in raccoons. 

As of last Monday afternoon, the min¬ 
istry had dropped 215,000 vaccine baits 
(which smell like vanilla) in the area by 
hand, helicopter and fixed-wing aircraft 
in an effort to contain the outbreak. 

“From the air, it is done at a low level, 
200 feet or less," said Chris Davies, the 
ministry's manager of wildlife research 
and monitoring. 

“We fly a series of lines three-quarters 
of a kilometre apart, and we drop baits at 
different densities. 

Otter aircraft. In more built-up areas we 
use a helicopter. With the helicopter, we 
can get up and down the escarpment and 
into ravines. 

“What we end up with is a baited zone 
out about 25 kilometres from each case. By 
the end of the month, we will have baited 
the area completely. As soon as winter 
arrives, we stop baiting. The animals den 
up, and when they do that they aren’tmov- 
ing and they aren’t going to contact our 
baits, and we are wasting our time." 

Kevin Strooband, executive director 
of Lincoln County Humane Society, said 


he doesn't expect to find raccoons with 
rabies in Niagara, though the humane 
society isn’t taking any chances. 

“It would surprise me if we found one,” 
he said. “We are diligent in what we do. 
The MNR is vigilant in what they do with 
the baiting, and they have done a great job 
over the years.” 

The alert first went out in early Decem¬ 
ber after a bizarre situation in Hamilton. 

Two bull mastiffs and a rabid raccoon 
fought in the back of Hamilton animal 
services van. The dogs had been rounded 
up and crated inside the van after running 
loose in a downtown Hamilton neigh¬ 
bourhood. The raccoon was already in 
the van, and was being transported to the 
city's animal shelter to be euthanized. 

The dogs contracted the disease and 
had to be quarantined. 

Hamilton has said the department is 
reviewing protocols and equipment in 
vehicles after the incident. 

Strooband said since the province 
issued the alert, the Lincoln County 
Humane Society has been sending dead 
raccoons it collects to the ministry for test¬ 
ing. All but one of the Held tests for Nia¬ 
gara raccoons have been negative. 

Grimsby, and based on the results they 
decided they wanted it sent to Ottawa for 
secondary testing," Strooband said.

Dog threatened in online 
posting safe, police say

Police say a Yorkie is in safe hands 
after its owner threatened to make the 
dog “disappear Welland Cana- style” on 
an online website. 

The posting, which comes months after 
a dog was found dead in the Welland 
Canal, drew a backlash on the Niagara 
Market Facebook site and led to a police 
investigation Saturday. 

“Someone come buy this 10-month- 
old female Yorkie befor (sic) the ghost 
busters come make it disappear welland 
canal style," the post said. 

Niagara Regional Police Staff Sgt. Mur¬ 
ray Haday of the Niagara Falls detach¬ 
ment said police investigated and found 
the dog was returned by the owner to the 
breeder. The breeder has already found it 
another home. 

Haday said the posting was an atten¬ 
tion-getter and police found the owner 
was not serious about throwing it in the 
canal. He wasn’t charged. 

"He had no intention of carrying out 
the threat whatsoever.” 

Haday said police take these types of 
social media postings seriously. 

NRP launched an investigation after 
receiving a complaint through its Face- 
book site Saturday. Police also received 
phone calls after the posting went viral. 

"A lot of concerned people saw it on 
Facebook,” Haday said. “We investigated 
right away.”

of the posting. 

The post comes just months after a 
German shepherd was found beaten, 
hogtied and floating in the Welland Rec¬ 
reational Canal by a group of young girls 
on April 29. 

A post-mortem examination found the 
dog had been bound with an electrical 
cord and hit with blunt or sharp force. It 
was alive when it entered the water, sug¬ 
gesting the cause of death was drown- 

A $5,500 reward for information on the 
person responsible has been offered by 
the combined efforts of U.S.-based PETA, 
Welland and District Humane Society, 
Queen Waldolf Fights Back! and mem¬ 
bers of the community. 

The original post about the Yorkie on 
Niagara Market is believed to have been 

citizen on Saturday drew hundreds of 
angry responses. More than 350 com¬ 
ments were made before the re-post dis¬ 
appeared just before 2 p.m., many infu¬ 
riated with the dog owner who goaded 
them on, telling them to all "fungolo off.”
